ROYAL COUPLE TO WED 


T u g P£OPUJs$OR 


This year is witnessing 
some 
re­ 
markable expeditions to the north and 
the south polar regions. A half dozen 
or more parties have started or are 
going to start in the effort to uncover 
the mysteries of these frozen regions, 
and the interesting and unusual thing 
about some of them is the effort to 
utilize modern invention in overcom­ 
ing the obstacles of ice and snow in 
making the journey. 
Last year 
the 
world was kept on the alert by the 
\\ ellman 
balloon 
expedition, which 
made great 
preparations, but 
never 
made any practical or determined ef­ 
fort to carry out its plans. 
This year 
we have Peary making preparations 
for another start for the pole, the in­ 
trepid explorer laying his plans care­ 
fully along the lines which experience 
has taught him are the only practical 
ones of realizing 
his 
hopes. 
Lieut. 
Shackleton of the royal navy of Great 
Britain started last year for the Ant­ 
arctic 
regions 
and 
is 
there now 
equipped with motor sled on which he 
hopes to make long journeys which 
would be impossible 
with dogs 
or 
ponies. Amundsen, it is said, is train­ 
ing polar bears with the expectation 
of using them instead of dogs in a 
dash for the pole. And there are oth­ 
ers who propose to try to reach the 
pole by novel means of transportation. 
Dr. Jean Charcot, the famous French 
A ntarctic explorer, has been testing in 
the snows of the Alps a motor sled 
which he proposes to use in another 
effort to reach the south 
pole, 
for 
which regions he is planning to start 
in August n ex t It is his plan to take 
three motor-driven sledges to aid him 
in reaching his goal. 
Each sledge is 
furnished with a 24 horsepower motor 
connected with a huge, wide wheel, re­ 
sembling the propeller of a paddle- 
boat. A series of experiments recent­ 
ly carried out by Dr. Charcot on the 
snowclad declivities of 
the 
Hautes 
Alpes, in Dauphiny, have proved re­ 
m arkably successful, the sledge climb­ 
ing the hills and dropping down into 
the valleys at a uniform speed of eight 
miles an hour, and never getting be­ 
yond control. 
Lieut. Barnes of the British navy 
also has constructed a motor sledge 
which he cherishes the hope will aid 
in forcing the secrets of the frozen 
north, and which it may be his good 
fortune to drive fairly up to the goal 
which so many are seeking. 
Capt. Benard, a French naval officer 
of great experience, is 
perhaps 
the 
first explorer to make a start this 
year, he having some time ago left 
Dunkirk, France, in a sailing vesse* 
called the “Jacques Cartier,” for the 
polar regions. The vessel, which car­ 
ries a scientific corps of nine men 
and a crew of eight, is especially built 
for work in the frozen regions, and 
Capt. Benard will be content to study 
the flora and fauna of northern lati­ 
tudes if he is unable to make a dash 
for the north pole itself. The expedition 
was planned 
by 
a 
committee for 
oceanographic research, established in 
Marseilles some two years ago under 
the presidency of M. Charles Roux, 
and it is expected that if Capt. Ben­ 
ard does not succeed in bringing the 
pole back he will bring other things 
with him which will throw new light 
ion the far northern country. 
The Shackleton expedition to the 
Antarctic regions will be watched with 
peculiar interest because of the test 
,wbich V to be given the automobile. 
Twenty-eight men started 
with the 
fealty, of which number 12 constitute 
what is known as the landing party.

with a carefully prepared program, 
based on past experience. 
The motor car will be used only 
over ground which the explorers have 
first traversed. 
It will be utilized to 
haul provisions only.

ponies stop. 
Shackleton holds to the opinion that 
it is an eminently practical idea. 
Naturally interest in America cen­ 
ters in the Peary expedition, the plans 
for the trip being already completed 
and the explorer is only waiting for 
the completion of the necessary funds 
to finance the expedition. In the main 
Peary expects to follow the same pro­ 
cedure as before as to time of start 
across the pack, sledging, etc., but 
will somewhat change his route. Peary 
says: 
I propose in my next expedition to 
follow the same program and route 
as in the last, with such modifications 
as have been suggested by the experi­ 
ence and discoveries of the last expe­ 
dition. 
“I shall use the same 
ship, 
the 
Roosevelt; shall leave New York July 
I; shall follow the same route north, 
via Sydney, C. B., Straits of Belle Isle, 
Davis Straits, Baffin Bay, and Smith 
Sound; shall use the same methods, 
equipments and supplies; shall have 
a minimum party of white men, supple­ 
mented with Eskimos and dogs in the 
W hale Sound region as before, and 
shall endeavor to force my ship to the 
same or similar winter quarters 
on 
the north side of Grant Land as in the 
winter of 1905-6. 
“W intering here will be essentially 
the same as in 1905-6, though I expect 
next time to avoid the distribution of 
my dogs and a large portion of my 
party through the interior of Grant 
Land during the winter, enforced in 
the last expedition by the poisoning 
of the w’hale meat which I had pur­ 
chased for food for my dogs. 
“The sledge work will begin as be­ 
fore, in February, but my route will 
be modified as follows: First, I shall 
follow the north coast of Grant Land 
as far wast as Cape Columbia, and 
possibly beyond; instead of leaving 
the land at Point Moss, as I did be­ 
fore. 


An agricultural guild is to be es­ 
tablished by the University of Chi­ 
cago. 
This is not to be a mere agri­ 
cultural college, attached to or affiliat­ 
ed with the university. 
The guild is 
unique. 
The course it provides is as 
different from that in the ordinary ag­ 
ricultural adjunct to other universi­ 
ties as the name ‘‘guild” is different 
from “college.” 
"This 
guild,” says Prof. William 
Hill, its director, “aims to supplement, 
without duplicating, the work of the 
agricultural colleges by giving the 
practical training which their limited 
equipment and different purpose pre­ 
vent them from providing. 
It offers 
graduates of agricultural colleges and 
others desiring some knowledge of 
scientific agriculture an opportunity to 
perform on real farms all of the opera­ 
tions involved in modern farming. The 
watchword is ‘work.’ 
No pretenses 
will go. The men will have to deliver 
the goods.” 
As training grounds for Prof. Hill’s 
young men, ten wealthy Chicagoans 
have placed at his disposal ten “spe­ 
cialized farms,” varying in acreage 
from 200 to 1,500, the total embrac­ 
ing 5,000 acres. Other large farms are 
waiting to be added to the list as the 
needs of the guild grow.

studying the markets, the most prac­ 
tical training is to be given under ex­ 
pert direction, so that both practical 
farmers and expert managers may be 
developed.” 
During all this time the apprentice 
is to draw $15 a month the first year, 
$20 a month the second and $25 
a 
month the third year. From his wages 
if such they may be called, $5 a month 
wjll be deducted to pay his tuition and 
$ j a month to be set aside as a fund. 
to be paid back to him when he gets 
his diploma or title in the peerage of 
farmers. At graduation every appren­ 
tice will receive a lump sum of $200, 
and this, with wages that he 
has 
saved, is expected to enable him to 
buy a farm if he wants to and become 
a landlord at once.

seldom shines, combines peace and se­ 
clusion with endless possibilities of 
sport. It is not cf the buras, teeming 
with their myriads of tiny troutlets, 
that I write, but of the larger stream s 
which 8well the volume of the main 
rivers at intervals throughout their 
course, where black trout lurk in the 
silent pools preying on their smaller 
brethren, and where, after a summer 
spate, grilse or sea-troot sport and 
play. 
Such stream s are to the angler 
a veritable paradise, and, though most 
are preserved, some few are free to all. 
Spey, Dee, Tay, and Tweed, the four 
principal salmon rivers of Scotland, 
all receive numbers of these mountain 
stream s throughout their course, and 
it is in a wet summer, such as we 
experienced last season, that the lat­ 
ter are seen at their besL 
Arrived at the river, the rods are 
put together and we prepare for ac­ 
tion. 
A tempting pool with foan- 


fiecked edges and a long stretch 
of 
rapid current at the tail lies before 
us. 
In an eddy, close to the rock, a 
salmon flings himself, and grilse roll 
over lazily in the stream. It is now a 
question of tackle—of fly, minnow or 
the humble worm; for the angler who 
would fish these mountain stream s 
must suit his lure to the water, or 
his creel will be empty and his basket 
light Is “she” rising or falling, clear- 
ing after a spate, high or low? 
This 
must be decided, 
and 
quickly, 
for 
time is precious and miles ap er miles 
of water lie before us. 
In this case 
"she” Is running high, but falling, and 
the day is warm. 
Fly, then, is our 
choice, and the method which I should 
advise is this: A strong trout case, 
for here farlo is unsophisticated; two 
trout flies on the droppers and a 
grilse fly on the tail. 
By this means 
we shall creel a basket of lusty trout, 
and salmon or grilse may be ours as 
well. 
The writer personally carries a 
bag on these occasions, as a basket 
large enough to take salmon Is some­ 
what cumbrous. 
A 12-foot trout rod 
with plenty of backbone is sufficiently 
large, but a whippy one will be an 
abomination should a wind arise. 
If 
we have a companion we divide the 
water roughly Into two sections, and 
part with mutual wishes for a success­ 
ful day. 
At the first cast we move 
a trout—a bonny pounder which dash­ 
es merrily across the stream. 
Its 
career is checked and brought to a 
summary close—the 
first 
fish 
of 
the 
day. 
At 
the UU of the 
pool 
a swirling boil greets the grilse fly as 
It scurries round with the cu rren t A 
moment later we are racing madly 
down stream, stumbling over rocks 
and shallows; a salmon this time, and 
no small one, clean run from the sea. 
He leaps madly and tears back to the 
pool, when we feel an ominous check, 
and for a moment fear that one of the 
other files is fast in stone or branch. 
Happily our fears are unfounded; the 
fish is merely sulking, gathering ener- 
gy for another run. 
At length he is 
off again, boring 
slowly 
into 
the 
stream through the rough water at the 
head of the pool and into the shallows 
above. 
Will the gut bear the strain? 
It holds well and the fish rolls over 
on his side. 
Cautiously he Is drawn 
towards an eddy, the gaff is slipped 
home and the prize is ours. 
A pipe 
is lit and the game begins again; trout 
after trout is hooked, some killed and 
some lost, till the summer day draws 
towards a close, and the weight of the 
bag grows wearisome

MEW AMD METHODS FOfi 


This year is witnessing some re- 


markable expeditions to the north and 
the south polar regions. A half dozen 
or more parties have started or are 
going to start in the effort to uncover 
the mysteries of these frozen regions, 
and the interesting and unusUal thing 
about some of them is the 
effort to 


utilize modern invention in overcom- 
ing the obstacles of ice and snow Jn 
making the journey. Last year 
the 


world was kept on the alert by the 
Wellman 
balloon 
expedition, which 


made great preparations, but neve 
made any practical or determined e 
fort to carry out its plans. This yea 
•we have Peary making preparation 
lor another start tor the pole, the in 
trepid explorer laying his plans car< 
fully along the lines which experlenc 
has taught him are the only practica 
ones of realizing his hopes. Lieu 
Shackleton of the royal navy of Qrea 
Britain started last year for the An 
arctic 
regions 
and 
Is 
there now 


equipped with motor sled on which h 
hopes to make long journeys whie 
would be impossible with dogs 
ponies. Amundsen, it is said, Is train 
Ing polar bears with the expectation 
of using them instead of dogs In a 
dash for the pole. And there are oth 
ers who propose to try to reach the 
pole by novel means of transportation 


Dr. Jean Charcot, the famous Prencl 


Antarctic explorer, has been testing in 
the snows of the Alps a motor sled 
which he proposes to use in another 
effort to reach the south 
pole, for 


•which regions he is planning to start 
in August next It is his plan to take 
three motor-driven sledges to aid him 
in reaching his goal. Each sledge is 
furnished with a 24 horsepower motor 
connected with a huge, wide wheel, re- 
sembling the propeller of a paddl 
boat. A series of experiments recent- 
ly carried out by Dr. Chareot on the 
snowclad declivities of the 
Hautes 


Alpes, in Dauphiny, have proved re- 
markably successful, the sledge climb- 
ing the hills and dropping down into 
the valleys at a uniform speed of eight 
miles an hour, and never getting be- 
yond control. 


Lieut. Barnes of the British navy 


also has constructed a motor sledge 
•which he cherishes the hope will aid 
in forcing the secrets of the frozen 
north, and which It may be his good 
fortune to drive fairly up to the goal 
which so many are seeking. 


Capt. Benard, a French naval officer 


of great experience, is ' perhaps the 
first explorer to make a start this 
year, he having some time ago left 
Dunkirk, France, in a salting vessel 
called the "Jacques Cartier," for the 
polar regions. The vessel, which car- 
ries a scientific corps of nine men 
and a crew of eight, is especially built 
for work In the frozen regions, and 
Capt. Benard will be content to study 
the flora and fauna of northern lati- 
tudes if he is unable to make a dash 
for the north pole Itself. The expedition 
was planned 
by a 
committee for 


oceanographic research, established in 
Marseilles some two years ago under 
the presidency of M. Charles Roux, 
and it is expected that if Capt. Ben- 
ard does not succeed in bringing the 
pole back he will bring other things 
with him which will throw new light 
ion the far northern country- 
' The Shackleton expedition to the 
.Antarctic regions will be watched with 
•peculiar interest because of the test 
,whlch V to be given the automobile. 
^Twenty-eight men started 
with the 


(arty, of which number 12 constitute 
what in known as the landing party. 
After landing on King K'dward'a land 


work will be started 
In accordance 


with a carefully prepared program, 
based on past experience. 


The motor car will be used onlr 


over ground which the explorers have 
first traversed. It will be utilized to 
haul provisions only. It will go only 
25 miles a day, or thereabouts, and 
will stop 
when 
the 
ponies stop. 


Shackleton holds to the opinion that 
it Is an eminently practical Idea. 


Naturally interest in America cen- 


ters in the Peary expedition, the plans 
for the trip being already completed 
and the explorer is only waiting for 
the completion of the necessary funds 
to finance the expedition. In the main 
Peary expects to follow the same pro- 
cedure as before as to time of start 
across the pack, sledging, etc., but 
will somewhat change his route. Peary 
says: 


"I propose in my next expedition to 


follow the same program and route 
as In the last, with such modifications 
as have been suggested by the experi- 
ence and discoveries of the last expe- 
dition. 


"I shall use the same 
ship, the 


Roosevelt; shall leave New York July 
1; shall follow the same route north, 
via Sydney, C. B., Straits of Belle Isle, 
Davis Straits, Baffin Bay, and Smith 
Sound; shall use the same methods, 
equipments and supplies; shall have 
a minimum party of white men, supple- 
mented with Eskimos and dogs in the 
Whale Sound region as before, and 
shall endeavor to force my ship to the 
same or similar winter quarters 
on 


the north side of Grant Land aa in the 
winter of 1905-6. 


"Wintering here will be essentially 


the same as In 1905-6, though I expect 
next time to avoid the distribution of 
my dogs and a large portion of my 
party through the interior of Grant 
Land during the winter, enforced In 
the last expedition by the poisoning 
of the whale meat which I had pur- 
chased for food for my dogs. 


"The sledge work will begin as be- 


'ore, in February, but my route will 
>e modified as follows: First, I shall 
follow the north coast of Grant Land 
as far wast as Cape Columbia, and 
possibly beyond; Instead of leaving 
the land at Point Moss, as I did be- 
'ore. 
"Second, leaving the land, my course 


will be more west of north than be- 
ore, In order to counteract or allow 
'or the easterly set of the ice be- 
ween the north coast of Grant Land 
and the pole, discovered during my 
ast expedition. 


"Another essential modification will 


be a more rigid massing of my sledge 
divisions en route, in order to pre- 
•ent the possibility of a portion of the 
mrty being separated from the rest 
iy the movement of the ice, with In- 
nfflclent supplies for a protracted ad- 
ance, as happened on the last expe- 
dition. 


"The main features of the above

As training grounds for Prof. Hill's 


roung men, ten wealthy Chlcagoans 
have placed at his disposal ten "spe- 
cialized farms," varying in acreage 
from 200 to 1,500, the total embrac- 
ing 5,000 acres. Other large farms are 
waiting to be added to the list as the 
needs of the guild grow.

During all this time the apprentice 


Is to draw $15 a month the first year, 
$20 a month the second ana $25 a 
month the third year. From his wages, 
if such they may be called, $5 a month 
will be deducted to pay his tuition and 
$5 a month to be set aside as a fund, 
to be paid back to him when he gets 
his diploma or title In the peerage of 
farmers. At graduation every appren- 
tice will receive a lump sum of $200,

Big Trout and Salmon That 


Will Test Hit Skill and 


Patience to Capture. 


Angling in the mountain streams of 


Scotland, when the rivers are at sum- 
mer level and the snow lingers only 
in a few dark corries where the sun 


Swirling Down the Pool. 


seldom shines, combines peace and se- 
clusion with endless possibilities of 
sport It is not of the burns, teeming 
with their myriads of tiny troutlets, 
that I write, but of the larger streams 
which swell the volume of the main 
rivers at intervals throughout their 
course, where black trout lurk in the 
silent pools preying on their smaller 
>rethren, and where, after a summer 
spate, grilse or sea-trout'' sport and 
play. Such streams are to the angler 
a veritable paradise, and, though most 
are preserved, some tew are free "to all. 


Spey, Dee, Tay, and Tweed, the four 


principal salmon rivers ot Scotland, 
all receive numbers of these mountain 
streams throughout their course, and 
t Is in a wet summer, such as we 
experienced last season, that the lat- 
er are seen at their best 
Arrived at the river, the rod* are 


I 


nit together and we prepare for ac- 
tion. A tempting pool with tout- 


flecked edges and a long stretch of 
rapid current at the tail lies before 
us. In an eddy, close to the rock, a 
salmon flings himself, and grilse roll 
over lazily In the stream. It Is now a 
question of tackle—of fly, minnow or 
the humble worm; for the angler who 
would fish these mountain streams 
must suit his lure to the water, or 
his creel will be empty and his basket 
light Is "she" rising or falling, clear- 
Ing after a spate, high or low? This 
must be decided, and 
quickly, for 


time is precious and miles after miles 
of water He before us. In this case 
"she" Is running high, but falling, and 
the day Is warm. Fly, then, Is our 
choice, and the method which I should 
advise is this: A strong trout case, 
for here farlo la unsophisticated; two 
trout flies on the droppers and a 
grilse fly on the tall. By this means 
we shall creel a basket of lusty trout, 
and salmon or grilse may be ours as 
well. The writer personally carries a 
bag on these occasions, as a basket 
large enough to take salmon Is some- 
what cumbrous. A 12-foot trout rod 
with plenty of backbone Is sufficiently 
large, but a whippy one will be an 
abomination should a wind arise. If 
we have a companion we divide the 
water roughly into two sections, and 
>art with mutual wishes for a success- 
ful day. At the first cast we move 
a trout—a bonny pounder which dash- 
es merrily across the stream. 
Its 


career Is checked and brought to a 
summary close—the 
first 
fish 
of 


the day. At the tall of the 
pool 


a swirling boil greets the grilse fly as 
t scurries round with the current. A 
moment later we are racing madly 
down stream, stumbling over rocks 
and shallows; a salmon this time, and 
no small one, clean run from the sea. 
He leaps madly and tears back to tba 
pool, when we feel an ominous check, 
and for a moment fear that one of the 
other flies Is fast in stone or branch. 
Happily our fears are unfounded; the 
fish Is merely sulking, gathering ener- 
gy for another run. At length he it 
off again, boring slowly 
Into 
the 


stream through the rough water at the 
bead ot the pool and Into the shallow* 
above. Will the gut bear the strain? 
It holds well and the fish rolls over 
on his side. Cautiously be is drawn 
towards an eddy, the gaff is slipped 
home and the prize Is r ours. A pipe 
Is lit and the game begins again; trout 
after trout Is hooked, some killed and 
some lost, till the summer day draws 
towards a close, and the weight of tba 
bag grows wearisome ere we fore- 
gather to discuss the oveats of 'n« 
*ar.

of using them Instead of dogs in a 
dash for the pole. And there are oth- 
ers who propose to try to reach, the 
pole by novel means of transportation 


Dr Jean Charcot, the famous French 


Antarctic explorer, has been testing in 
the saows ot the Alps a motor sled 
which he proposes to use in another 
effort to reach the south 
pole, for 


•which regions he Is planning to start 
in August next It is his plan to take 
three motor-driven sledges to aid him 
in reaching his goal. Each sledge Is 
furnished with a 24 horsepower motor 
connected with a huge, wide wheel, re- 
sembling the propeller of a paddle- 
boat 
A series of experiments recent- 


ly carried out by Dr Chareot on the 
snowclad declivities of the 
Hautes 


Alpes, In Dauphiny, have proved re- 
markably successful, the sledge climb- 
ing the hills and dropping down Into 
the valleys at a uniform speed of eight 
miles an hour, and never getting be- 
yond control. 


Lieut. Barnes of the British navy 


also has constructed a motor sledge 
•which he cherishes the hope will aid 
In forcing the secrets of the frozen 
north, and which it may be his good 
fortune to drive fairly up to the goal 
which so many are seeking. 


Capt. Benard, a French naval officer 


of great experience, is ' perhaps the 
first explorer to make a start this 
year, he having some time ago left 
Dunkirk, France, In a sailing vessel 
called the "Jacques Cartier," for the 
polar regions The vessel, which car- 
ries a scientific corps ot nine men 
and a crew of eight, is especially built 
for work In the Irozen regions, and 
Capt Benard will be content to study 
the flora and fauna of northern lati- 
tudes if he is unable to make a dash 
lor the north pole itself. The expedition 
was planned 
by a 
committee for 


oceanographic research, established in 
Marseilles some two years ago under 
the presidency of M. Charles Roux, 
and It Is expected that if Capt Ben- 
ard does not succeed in bringing the 
pole back he will bring other things 
with him which will throw new light 
ion the far northern country. 
' The Shackleton expedition to the 
Antarctic regions will be watched with 
peculiar interest because of the test

iTwenty-eight men started 
with the 


party, of which number 12 constitute 
what Is known as the landing party. 
After landing on King K'dward's land

Naturally Interest in America cen- 


ters in the Peary expedition, the plans 
for the trip being already completed 
and the explorer Is only waiting for 
the completion of the necessary funds 
to finance the expedition. In the main 
Peary expects to follow the same pro- 
cedure as before as to time of start 
across the pack, sledging, etc., but 
will somewhat change his route Peary 
saj s: 


"I propose in my next expedition to 


follow the same program and route 
as in the last, with such modifications 
as have been suggested by the experi- 
ence and discoveries ol the last expe- 
oltion. 


"I shall use the same 
ship, the 


Roosevelt; shall leave New York July 
1; shall follow the same route north, 
via Sydney, C. B., Straits of Belle Isle, 
Davis Straits, Baffin Bay, and Smith 
Sound; shall use the same methods, 
equipments and supplies; shall have 
a minimum party of white men, supple- 
mented with Eskimos and dogs in the 
Whale Sound region as before, and 
shall endeavor to force my ship to the 
same or similar winter quarters 
on 


the north side of Grant Land aa in the 
winter of 1905-6. 


"Wintering here will be essentially 


the same as in 1905-6, though I expect 
next time to avoid the distribution ol 
my dogs and a large portion ot my 
party through the interior of Grant 
Land during the winter, enforced In 
the last expedition by the poisoning 
of the whale meat which I had pur- 
chased for food for my dogs. 


"The sledge work will begin as be* 


fore, in February, but my route •will 
be modified as follows: First, I shall 
follow the north coast of Grant Land 
as far wast as Cape Columbia, and 
possibly beyond; Instead ol leaving 
the land at Point Moss, as I did be- 
fore. 


"Second, leaving the land, my course 


will be more west of north than be- 
fore, in order to counteract or alloW 
for the easterly set of the tee be- 
tween the north coast of Grant Land 
and the pole, discovered during my 
last expedition. 


"Another essential modification will 


be a more rigid massing of my sledge 
divisions en route, In order to pre- 
vent the possibility of a portion of the 
party being separated Irom the rest 
by the movement of the ice, with in- 
sufficient supplies for a protracted ad' 
\ance, as happened on the last expe- 
dition. 


"The main features of the above 


program* are, first, the utilization of 
the Smith Sound or 'American' route. 


Second, the selection ol a wintei1 


base which commands a wider range of 
the central polar sea and its surround- 
ing coasts than any other 
possible 


base in the Arctic regions. 


"Third, the use ol sledges and Es- 


kimo dogs 
Man and the Eskimo dog 


are the only two machines capable of 
such adjustment as to meet the wld« 
demands and contingencies of Arctic 
travel. Airships, motor cars, trained 
polar bears, etc., are all premature, 
except as a means of attracting public 
attention."

A FARMING COURSE 


NOVEL PLAN OF THE UNIVERSI- 


TY OF CHICAGO. 


Wealthy Men to Lend Their Fine Es- 


tates for the Training of Stu- 


dents In the Principles of 


Agriculture. 


An agricultural guild is to be es- 


tablished by the University ol Chi- 
oago. This is not to be a mere agri- 
cultural college, attached to or affiliat- 
ed with the university. The guild Is 
unique. The course it provides is as 
different from that in the ordinary ag- 
ricultural adjunct to other universi- 
ties as the name "gvild" Is different 
from "college." 


"This 
guild," says Prof. W'lllam 


Hill, Its director, "alms to supplement, 
without duplicating, the work of the 
agricultural colleges by giving the 
practical training which their limited 
equipment and different purpose pre- 
vent them from providing. It offers 
graduates of agricultural colleges and 
others desiring some knowledge of 
scientific agriculture an opportunity to 
perform on real farms all of the opera- 
tions involved in modern farming. The 
watchword is 'work' 
No pretenses 


will go. The mer will have to deliver 
the goods." 


As training grounds for Prof. Hill's 


young men, ten wealthy Chlcagoans 
have placed at his disposal ten "spe- 
cialized farms," varying In acreage 
from 200 to 1,500, the total embrac- 
ing 5,000 acres Other large farms are 
waiting to be added to the list as the 
needs of the guild grow. 


Arthur Meeker, general manager for 


Armour & Co ; J. K. Deering, presi- 
dent, and R. R. Hammond, member ol 
Ihe Deering Coal Company; Samuel 
Insull, president ol the 
Common- 


wealth-Edison Electric Company; H. I. 
Miller, president of the 
Chicago & 


Eastern Illinois Railroad Company; H. 
3. Keeley, traffic manager ol the Chi- 
cago, Milv/aukee & St. Paul Railroad; 
H. S. Hart, president, and Spencer 
Otis, vice-president of the 
National 


Dump Car Company; F I. Lillie, pro- 
fessor in the university, and Benja- 
min Johnson, breeder of thoroughbred 
horses and cattle, are the men who 
have offered their farms to the guild. 
They will retain full control of the 
lands, but Prof. Hill's men will do the 
work on them under the guidance of 
agricultural experts. 


Candidates for the agricultural peer- 


age mati iculate in the guild not as 
students but as farm "apprentices." 
The university is a great stickler for 
names. It doesn't 
like the word 


"term," preferring "quarter;" its de- 
partments where graduate work 
Is 


done are not "colleges," but "schools" 
of arts, literature, law, medicine and 
divinity. 
When it came 
time to 


name the new department the term 


"agricultural school" was suggested, 
but It grated on the aesthetic sense; 
so they called It "guild." 


Requirements for matriculation are 


rigid, but the trustees announce that 
any college graduate ought to pass 
them It he exhibits the proper spirit 
with regard to work. Once enrolled, 
a three year course awaits him. Part 
ot the time he will be engaged 
In 


"field laboratory work and practical 
tanning" on "specialized" farms. 


The apprentice's course 
on the 


farms, being transferred from one to* 
another as fast as he becomes pro- 
ficient In one or another branch. Is 
outlined by Prof. Hill as follows: "In 
all the various fields of specialized ag- 
riculture, as well as of general farm- 
ing, in agronomy, horticulture, vege- 
table and seed growing, in dairy farm-

ing, stock and poultry raising of all 
kinds, In the selection and 
use 
of 


farm machinery, in keeping farm ac- 
counts, in managing farm labor, in 
studying the markets, the most prac- 
tical training is to be given under ex- 
pert direction, so that both practical 
farmers and expert managers may be 
developed." 


During all this time the apprentice 


is to draw $15 a month the first year, 
$20 a month the second and $25 a 
month the third year. From his wages, 
if such they may be called, $5 a month 
will be deducted to pay his tuition and 
$5 a month to be set aside as a fund, 
to be paid back to him when he gets 
his diploma or title in the peerage ol 
farmers 
At graduation every appren- 


tice will receive a lump sum of $200, 
and this, with wages that he 
has 


saved, is expected to enable him to 
buy a farm if he wants to and become 
a landlord at once. That he may be 
able to save, his board, room, washing 
and ironing are to be provided free.

Where the Real Sportsman Will Find 


Big Trout and Salmon That 


Will Test His Skill and 


P*tience to Capture. 


Angling in the mountain streams of 


Scotland, when the rivers are at sum- 
mer level and the snow lingers only 
in a lew dark corrles where the sun 


Swirling Down the Pool. 


seldom shines, combines peace and se- 
clusion with endless possibilities of 
sport It Is not ot the burns, teeming 
with their myriads of tiny troutlets, 
that I write, but of the larger streams 
which swell the volume ol the main 
rivers at intervals throughout their 
course, where black trout lurk In the 
silent pools preying on their smaller 
brethren, and where, after a summer 
spate, grilse or sea-trout sport and 
play. Such streams are to the angler 
a veritable paradise, and, though most 
are preserved, some tew are free "to all. 


Spey, Dee, Tay, and Tweed, the four 


principal salmon rivers ol Scotland, 
all receive numbers of these mountain 
streams throughout their course, and 
it U In a wet summer, such as we 
experienced last season, that the lat- 
ter are seen at their best 


Arrive* at the river, the rods are 


put together and we prepare for ac- 
tion. 
A tempting pool with foaot- 


flecked edges and a long stretch ol 
rapid current at the tail lies before 
us. In an eddy, close to the rock, a 
salmon flings himself, and grilse roll 
over lazily in the stream. It is now a 
question of tackle—of fly, minnow or 
the humble worm; for the angler who 
would fish these mountain streams 
must suit his lure to the water, or 
his creel will be empty and his basket 
light Is "she" rising or falling, clear- 
Ing after a spate, high or low? This 
must be decided, and quickly, for 
time Is precious and miles after miles 
ol water lie before us. In this case 
"she" is running high, but falling, and 
the day is warm. Fly, then, Is our 
choice, and the method which I should 
advise is this: A strong trout case, 
for here larlo Is unsophisticated; two 
trout files on the droppers and a 
grilse fly on the tail. By tbls means 
we shall creel a basket of lusty trout, 
and salmon or grilse may be ours as 
well. The writer personally carries a 
bag on these occasions, as a basket 
large enough to take salmon is some- 
what cumbrous. A 12-foot trout rod 
with plenty of backbone Is sufficiently 
large, but a whippy one will be an 
abomination should a wind arise. If 
we have a companion we divide the 
water roughly into two sections, and 
part with mutual wishes for a success- 
ful day. At the first cast we move 
a trout—a bonny pounder which dash- 
es merrily across the stream. 
Its 


career is checked and brought to a 
summary close—the 
first 
fish 
of 


the 
day. At the tall of the 
pool 


a swirling boll greets the grilse fly as 
it scurries round with the current. A 
moment later we are racing madly 
down stream, stumbling over rocks 
and shallows; a salmon this time, and 
no small one, clean run from the sea. 
He leaps madly and tears back to tba 
pool, when we feel an ominous check, 
and for a moment fear that one of the 
other flies is fast in stone or branch. 
Happily our fears are unfounded; the 
fish Is merely sulking, gathering ener- 
gy for another run. At length he is 
off again, boring slowly 
Into 
the 


stream through the rough water at toe 
bead ol the pool and into the shallow* 
above. Will the gut bear the strain? 
It holds well and the fish rolls over 
on his side. Cautiously he Is drawn 
towards an eddy, the gaff Is slipped 
home and the prize Is ours. A pipe 
Is lit and the game begins again; trout 
after trout is hooked, some killed and 
some lost, till the summer day draws 
toward* a close, and the weight of the 
bag grows wearisome ere we fore- 
gather to discuss the events of to* 
«ay.
